Governor  Dummer's  180th  annual  Com- 
mencement exercises  were  concluded  this 
morning  with  the  graduation  exercises  at 
which  Dr.  J.  Seelye  Bixler,  president  of 
Colby  College,  delivered  the  address  to  the 
senior  class.  President  James  Duncan 
Phillips  of  the  board  of  trustees  presented 
diplomas  to  51  members  of  the  1943  class 
and  one  postgraduate  student. 

Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames  made  the 
prize  awards.  The  Master's  Prize  was  won 
by  Henry  W.  Kelly  of  Laconia,  N.  H.,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senior  Class. 

Commencement  festivities  began  on  Tues- 
day evening  with  the  Senior  Sing,  which  was 
followed  by  a  reception  in  the  New  Build- 
ing. 

On  Wednesday  the  Morse  Flag  ceremony 
was  held  and  this  highest  award  of  the  school 
year  was  presented  to  Benjamin  B.  Brew- 
ster, and  prayers  were  offered  for  our  gradu- 
ates in  the  armed  forces  at  a  special  cere- 
mony. 

The  annua!  Glee  Club  concert  was  held  in 
the  Lang  Gymnasium  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager  of  the  faculty.  Mrs. 
Rupert  Neily  of  Portland,  Maine,  presented 
several  piano  selections. 

Following  a  buffet  luncheon,  the  baseball 
team  ended  its  season  with  the  annual  Deer- 
field  Academy  game.  Tea  was  served  on  the 
Mansion  House  lawn  following  the  game.

MAJOR  STORER  HUMPHREYS,  '22, 
TELLS  OF  HIS  EXPERIENCES 


Major  Storer  P.  Humphreys  of  Newbury, 
a  graduate  of  the  Academy  in  the  class  of 
1922,  spoke  to  the  school  at  the  evening 
meeting  on  April  30.  Major  Humphreys 
spoke  of  his  experiences  in  Europe  since  he 
went  to  England  in  the  early  part  of  1940. 

Approaching  England  just  at  the  height 
of  the  Dunkirk  evacuation  operations,  Major 
Humphreys'  ship  was  diverted  to  the  French 
coast  to  assist  in  the  removal  of  troops. 

Major  Humphreys  described  his  experien- 
ces on  Commando  raids  and  also  his  work  in 
London  where  he  is  specializing  in  surgical 
work  in  connection  with  head  injuries. 

Major  Humphreys  received  the  Alumni 
Prize  in  1941,  awarded  to  an  outstanding 
alumnus  each  year.

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Dr.  Stearns  discussed  the  importance  of 
seeking  out  the  causes  of  evil  conditions  in 
the  world  in  order  that  the  causes  may  be  re- 
moved before  the  results  of  them  can  be 
made  satisfactory. 

This  will  be  particularly  necessary  after 
the  war  when  we  will  have  to  deal  tolerantly 
with  both  our  allies  and  our  former  enemies. 
Jealousies  and  hatreds  are  usually  due  to  a 
failure  to  understand  the  reason  why  other 
people  do  think  as  they  do.  We  must  dis- 
cover the  fundamental  reasons  why  people 
do  think  if  we  are  going  to  be  tolerant  of 
their  actions.

Mr.  Jones  spoke  about  a  group  of  promi- 
nent men  from  various  nations  and  discussed 
those  qualities  which  seem  to  be  common  to 
all  of  these.  Regardless  of  race  or  creed, 
characteristics  of  success  seem  to  be  cour- 
age, perseverance,  and  stability.  In  addition, 
outstanding  leaders  have  the  good  fortune 
to  be  associated  with  a  worthy  cause.

In  awarding  a  group  of  eight  special  prizes, 
Mr.  Eames  said:  "Each  year  we  are  able, 
because  of  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Milton 
Dodge,  of  Xewburyport.  to  present  a  few 
special  prizes  to  boys  to  whom  we  want  to 
give  special  recognition  because  of  their 
achievement,  because  of  their  personal  quali- 
ties, or  because  of  their  unusual  contribution 
to  school  life.

The  Governor  Dummer  baseball  team 
gained  its  third  victory  of  the  season  by  a 
score  of  8  to  7,  downing  Thayer  Academy 
at  South  Byfield.  Smith  started  on  the  mound 
for  the  Governors  and  was  credited  with  the 
win;  however,  Ed  Breckenridge  took  over 
the  pitching  chores  in  the  third  and  finished 
the  game. 

The  Governors  opened  the  scoring  in  the 
first  inning,  combining  a  walk,  an  infield  out, 
and  a  single  over  second  base  for  one  run. 
Two  walks,  a  single,  and  a  double  were  good 
for  a  trio  of  runs  in  the  second,  and  a  walk 
and  a  pair  of  doubles  netted  the  Governors 
three  more  runs  in  the  fourth. 

Thayer  tied  the  score  in  the  first  of  the 
eighth,  scoring  three  runs  on  three  hits;  how- 
ever, the  Governors  came  back  in  their  half 
of  the  inning  to  win  the  game  on  Smith's  hit 
with  a  man  on  third.
